Forms for filing returns of in-|

Failure to receive a form, however, 
does not relieve a taxpayer of his 
Obligation to file his return and pay 
| the tax on time—on or before March

endar-year basis, as is the case with 
most individuals. 

Forms may be obtained upon re- 
|quest, written or personal, from the 
|offices of collectors and from dep- 
| uty collectors of internal revenue in 
the larger cities and towns. 

A person should file his return on 
form 1040, unless his gross income 
for 1941 does not exceed $3,000 and 
consists wholly of salary, wages, or 
other compensation for personal 
services, dividends, interest, rent, 
| annuities, or royalties, in which 
event he may elect to file it on 
Form 1040A. a simphfied form on 
which the tax may be readily ascer- 
tained by reference to a table con- 
tained in the form.

EFFECTIVE TIME”

This is the time of year to con- 
trol warble flies (heel flies). Tests 
carried on in the county for the 
past three years by the Farm Ad- 
visor indicate that the proper ap- 
plication of derris powder contain- 
ing 4% rotenone to the backs of 
cattle in liquid form will give con- 
trol of this pest. This is the larvae 
of the fly that causes cattle to run 
in the spring preventing them from 
getting rest and food and causing 
them to run off considerable fat. 


This is the most effective time to 
control the insect since the life his- 
tory shows that the eggs are de- 
posited at the base of the hairs on 
the legs when the flies are attack- 
ing the cattle in the spring. When 
these eggs hatch, a very small lar- 
vae passes through the hair follicles 
to get underneath the skin. They 
spend several months working up 
through the soft tissues so that 
;about the latter part of November 
they commence arriving in the back 
|of the animal underneath the hide. 
| They chew holes through the hide 


velop rapidly. 

About this time of the year some 
of the larvae become mature and 
work out through the opening in 
the hide dropping to the ground 
where they bury themselves. After 
a few weeks in the ground, they 
change to mature flies and leave 
the ground. These flies then com- 
mence attacking the cattle and de- 
positing eggs on the legs of the ani- 
mals. The life cycle requires one 
year. 

While the grubs are in the back, 


,;an area of a mile or so square is 
'for breathing and commence to de- 


they may be killed by applying the 
derris powder thus preventing the 
larvae from developing into flies. 
Tests were started in the county 
two years ago using one pound of 
the derris powder to one gallon of 
water and = scrubbing the _ backs 
thoroughly with this liquid to make 
certain that some of the material 
entered the holes in the skin made 
by the larvae. Since then tests have 
been run in this county and 
throughout the state indicating 
that the strength of the material 
can be lowered using ten pounds of 
the powder plus ten pounds of wet- 
table sulfur to 100 gallons’ of 
spray. This can be applied with a 
spray rig using about 300 pounds 
pressure. The spray rig is a little 
more wasteful of material, but it 
saves time and labor where there, 
are many animals to treat. 

Results of the past two vears in-| 
dicate that where these larvae are! 
destroyed in the backs of an entire 
herd of @attle in a given field, there 
is a greatly reduced number the 
following year. If the larvae within

under control, it is likely that there 
will be few flies in this area the 
following spring. 

One gallon of the dilute material 
should treat five or six animals if 
properly applied. If cattle owners 
in a large area would take advan- 
tage of the high price of beef and 
dairy prducts and treat all cattle 
within that area, it would tend to 
increase the production of beef and 
milk on the same amount of feed 
and would put the stockman in a 
position to produce beef and milk 
cheaper after the war is over.

“Whether or not feed production 
will be boosted will be decided when 
Secretary of Agriculture Claude 
Wickard announces the revised farm 
production goals. 

Along with the announcement of 
the new goals, a complete report on 
the farm signup campaign is ex- 
pected. Fairly accurate reports have 
already been made up but there are 
always a few scattered counties 
that still have to turn in their 
figures.

Teach Children 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


@ We parents want our child to 
learn to share. Teaching him to 
do so may be a long, arduous un- 
dertaking. Fighting and quarrel- 
ing over playthings is a common 
occurrence with tots, and harder 
to deal with in the home, as a 
rule, than in the nursery school or 
kindergarten. 

In either school group, the 
blocks and playthings are common 
property, with which the children, 
under skillful guidance, learn 
gradually to take turns and co- 
operate. Even there, when one 
child gets a certain block or tool, 
another who had no interest in it 
before, may suddenly want it and 
seize it if he can. 


Younger Brother 


Suppose you have two boys, 
Billy, 4, and Freddy, 2. Freddy, 
naturally, wants to play with all 
the toys both have. Now Billy had 
played with some of these toys 
for a year or more before Freddy 
was old enough to do so. You had 
bought these toys for Billy and 
they were known to be his. 

It is not easy, therefore, for 
Billy to learn to share his play- 
things with little brother Freddy. 
You see, Freddy might use them 
roughly, mar or detroy them, he 
might also want to have them 
when Billy needs them. 

Wisely, you will acknowledge 
Billy’s ownership, especially of 
such individual playthings as his 
wagon, Freddy must learn not to

some things of his own Billy must 
not use unless Freddy says he may. 
Then each child soon discovers it 
is to his advantage to exchange. 

Billy has also played with blocks 
and has a large set of them. 
Freddy wants to play with them 
also and should, but Freddy needs 
to learn not to push over what 
Billy has been building but to help 
Billy rather than hinder him. Then 
there may be a slide, swing, or 
hobby horse, which Billy once used 
alone. He needs to learn to take 
turns with Freddy using these 
things. : 

Suppose Billy is an only child, 
and a neighbor, Henry, about 
Billy’s age, comes to play with 
Billy. Wishing your child to be 
a good host, you will probably 
force Billy to share any or all of 
his playthings with Henry and

If you are wise, you won’t com- 
mand Billy to share, you will per- 
suade him and guarantee to him it 
will be safe to share. 

If Billy sees another child who 
is likely to destroy or endanger 
his playthings, let him hide the 
most precious ones. For such 
times, have some sturdy plaything 
Billy can safely share with this 
young visitor. 

Respect and protect each child’s 
ownership as the first step in his 
readiness to share. As he does 
share, praise him and help him 
gain increasing satisfaction from 
sharing.

/RELAXING OF GOLD INDUSTRY PRIORITIES URGED 


ON OPM IN RESOLUTION INTRODUCED IN 
LEGISLATURE BY ASSEMBLYMAN THURMAN 


SACRAMENTO — A joint resolu- 
‘tion asking congress and the OPM 
to loosen priority restrictions on the 
California gold mining industry was 
passed by both houses of the Cali- 
| fornia legislature last week. 

Introduced by Assemblyman Al- 
len G. Thurman of Colfax, the res- 
olution stated “gold is necessary to 
win the peace” following the war. 

One mine has already shut down 
in the Mother Lode district due to 
inability to get steel for needed re- 
pairs and equipment, Thurman said 
‘he had been told, and the industry 
is fearful that others may be forced 


out of operation unless Washington 
allows them to obtain steel. 

“Perhaps the miners of Califor- 
nia aren’t winning the war with 
gold,” the legislator said, “but when 
peace is in sight gold will be neces- 
Sary to help settle matters.” 


He said thousands are employed | 


in the Mother Lode mines and that 
they may be thrown out of work if 
the priorities are not loosened. 

Thurman also pointed out that if 
the mines are shut down many will 
be flooded, thus causing damage 
which will take thousands of dollars 
to repair later.
